That any business man, giving five 
minutes’ consideration to the scheme, 
would think of binding himself to pay 
tribute to the “Empire Builders” 
seemed incredible, but a glib agent of 
the concern, notorious for his connec- 
tion with fakes and fraudulent dis- 
count games, did succeed in talking a 
few merchants into making contracts 
and taking stock in the scheme. Some 
of them were so dazzled by the glit- 
tering promises of the smooth faker 
that they resented as an “attack® 
upon themselves the plain exposition 
of the unsountiness of the concern 


nation they were encouraged by the 
Hearst fake newspaper, retained by 
the two-page advertisement as de- 
fender of the promoters. Most of the 
victims, however, were enlightened by 
The Times’ exposure and extricated 
themselves from the snare as soon as 


ever printed would be published Sep- 
tember 1. The first $3 received 
from a merchant on account of 
a customers “discount” was to be con- 
fiscated as subscription to the maga- 
zine. The customer would be forced 
to become-a subscriber whether or not 
he wanted the magazine. The beauti- 
ful simplicity of that method of secur- 
ing circulation and the cash is too ap- 
parent to require pointing out. 

But the superlatively magnificent 
magazine never appeared; it never wil! 
appear. The whole impossible scheme 
has vanished like a puff of hot air. 
The. Los Angeles public is not yearn- 
ing to “build and populate a chain of 


government bonds.” “Empire 
Builders” regretfully, not to say re 
proachfully, intimate that “the at- 
mosphere of Los Angeles is uncon- 
genial” to such magnificent schemes 
as theirs. In other words, they nos 
realize that their plans were as base 
less and radically unsound as The 
Times sald they were, and that the

squared accounts generally, whereby 
they have averted from themselves the 
odium that commonly falls upon pro- 
moters of fake enterprises. 

It has cost the “Empire Builders” 
quite a lot of money to discover that 
the people of Los Angeles are not 
“mostly fools.” 


HIFTY, SLIPPERY BILLY.

Invasionists Arrested Are Given Their 
Liberty and Return to Long 
Beach. 

AVALON, Sept. 22.—At 5 o'clock 
last evening, after the exciting events 
of the afternoon when Capt. Holler of 
the San Diego was turned loose from 
the calaboose, it was a dejected look- 


of “All aboard for Long Beach!” 
The women of the party, who, per- 
haps thoughtlessiy, had put them- 
selyes in the position of invaders, were 
saved the humiliation of having to 
peer through the barbed wire, fence 
into the land they were so anxious to 
occupy.

SCENIC RAILWAY. 


WORK BEGINS ON MINIATURE 
LINE TO HIGH ALTITUDE. 


Manager of Similar Enterprise at 
Venice Is at Head of the Company 
Which Wil Construct Road That 
May Prove to Be Highly Entertain- 
ing Show Feature. 


VENICE, Sept. 23.—Work has been 
commenced on Santa Catalina Island, 
im the vicinity of Avalon, on the con- 
struction of a scenic railway that 
promises to be rated among the show 
‘features of Southern California. 
When completed, the line will, be 
about twenty-four miles in length. 
It will combine beach and mountain 
scenery in such a way as to make a 
ride on the miniature cars an event. 
At the head of the enterprise is J. 

Colt, manager of the miniature 
railway at Venice. Coit expects to 
have a three-mile road ready for the 
summer visitors to the island next 
season. This division of the road will 
skirt the beach in the direction of the 
golf links and the isthmus. The track 
will run so near to the water's edge 
that rip-rapping will be necessary to 
protect the roadbed ‘from the waves. 
A portion of this grade has already 
‘been completed and men are now 
working on the tunnel through the 
mountain. This will be 260 feet long 
and will have to be blasted throug 
solid rock. It will be 12x12 feet. 

From the tunnel the road Will wind 
up the mountain side, finally attaining 
an altitude of 2100 feet/ The steepest 
grade will be of 3 per cent., but this 
will permit the rixty horsepower en- 

ne to haul a load of ten coaches. 

ich car will havc a capacity of eight- 
een passengers. The Venice cars 
carry but a dozen, and the locomotive 
is only thirty-three horsepower. 
gauge at Venice ig also narrower 
than that proposed for Catalina. The 
former is but eighteen inches, whilé 
the latter is to be two feet. The Cata- 
lina ties and rails will also be heavier 
than are required for the Venetian 
road, which has proven so popular on 
the beach. 

In building the road on Catalina, 
several deep cafions will be crossed by 
means of bridges. These will be truss. 
structures. The lonrest one will be 
two hundred feet, and for it the plans 
are now being drawn. 

It is an easy matter for these little 
oll+burning locomotives to develop a 
sneed of twenty-five miles per hour. 
This is frequently done at Vene, 
where all the track is laid on made 
ground. On fete days as many as a 
hundred and ten trips have been made 
ove? the ron of two and one-eighth 
miles. On July 4 about 50.000 passen- 
gers \ ere carried. No such large bun- 
ness as this ie expected at Catalina. but 
the promoters calculate that at some 
time during their stay on the Istand 
every visitor will make at least one 
trip over the erente route.

OLD SOLDIER MAY DIE FROM Ar - 
Tack OF ASSOCIATE. 


Warrant Issued for Arrest of Mem- 
ber of the Home at Sawtelle, on 
the Accusation That He Kicked an 
Aged Man Until Leg Was Broken 
Near the Hip. * 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 23.—A war- 
rant has been issued by Justice of the 
Peace Jenness for the arrest of James 
Walker, a member of Co. E at the 
Soldiers’ Home, who ts acc of hav- 
ing assaulted John Fannin, a fellow- 
member of the home, inflicting injuries 
that may result in the death of Fan- 
nin. 

Fannin is 72 years of age, and his 
injuries will keep him in the hospital 
for many weeks, if he should survive 
them. 

The records at the home say that 
Fannin's leg was broken near the 
hip: bad fracture — probably fatal 
The evidence shows that Fun- 
nin had been shoved over and kicked 
by Walker, whose temper is said to be 
of the uncontrollable kind. 

The trouble occurred in the vicinity 
of the Canteen, and although Fannin 
smelled of beer when taken to the 
hospital, it is not shown that either 
he or Walker had imbibed at the Can- 
teen. One the contrary, Walker was 
refused beer When he applied. 
Walker claims that Fannin attempt- 
ed to strike him with a cane, but those 
who witnessed the trouble say Fan- 
nin djd nothing of the kind.

EV. ROBERT J. BURDETTE, at 
the Temple Baptist Church, yester- 
day preached from Isaiah, 54:17: 
“No weapon that is formed against 
Thee shall prosper; every tongue that 
shall rise against Thee in judgment, 
Thou shalt condemn.” The speaker's 
me was “The Unconquerable 
Church,” and he said, in part: 
“That is written of the church of 
God. Of nothing else in the world can 
it be said.
